The  Glasser  method  has 
been  introduced  to  the 
Agawam  school  system  by 
Dr.  Ernest  Cannana,  Supt.  of 
School’s  in  Agawam,  and  has 
proved  a  boon  to  teachers 
and  students  alike  with 
communication  actually 
happening.  Glasser’s  pur¬ 
pose  is  for  furthering  the 
students,  teachers,  and 
administrators  was 
strengthened,  it  would  im¬ 
prove  the  schools  and  the 
eudcation  of  the  students.

rules  he  knows  it  is  not  the 
administration  disciplining 
him/her  but  his  own  stan¬ 
dards  for  discipline.  Sort  of  a 
“Student  govern  thyself!” 

There  is  also  a  “Tolerance 
Day”.  Sometimes  a  student 
has  an  off-day  where  nothing 
seems  to  ge  right  for 
him/her,  he  may  take  a 
“Tolerance  Day”  and  stay 
home,  rest,  think  things  over 
and  return  to  school  the 
following  day  with  a  fresh 
outlook.  We  all  have  our  off- 
days,  so  this  is  un¬ 
derstandable  on  occasion.  If 
students  feel  the  teachers 
are  human  and  responsive, 
and  the  administration  has 
the  same  attitude  towards 


the  student,  then  they  can  sit 
down  and  discuss  what’s 
happening  on  friendly  terms. 
If  a  studend  is  disruptive, 
suspension  or  detention  isn’t 
always  the  answer.  The 
Glasser  method  has  been 
applied  in  Agawam  and  the 
entire  school  system  has 
benefited  from  it.

Letters  to  the  Editor 


Disappointing  is  hardly  the  word  to  use  for  the  turnout 
at  last  Wednesday’s  public  hearing  on  the  two  new 
proposed  charters.  Is  citizen  apathy  so  great  that  only 
forty  nine  people  cared  enough  to  even  show  up?  Is  it  so 
great  that  only  nine  people  from  this  town  have  anything 
to  say  regarding  the  future  of  Agawam? 

It  has  been  suggested  to  us  that  some  people  apparently 
feel  that  by  appearing  before  a  group  such  as  the  Charter 
Commission  would  leave  them  open  to  ridicule  either  by 
members  of  the  Commission,  or,  as  did  happen  last 
Wednesday  night  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Hanson,  by  the 
audience.  There  is  no  excuse  for  rudeness,  but  that  sub¬ 
ject  is  best  left  for  another  time. 

There  is  no  excuse  for  apathy,  and  now  is  the  time  to 
discuss  that  subject.  Don’t  the  people  of  Agawam  realize 
what  is  happening?  Don’t  they  realize  that  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  what  will  be  voted  upon  in  November?  Don’t 
they  realize  that  the  future  of  Agawam  is  being  planned  by 
nine  people,  and  with  very  little  input  from  the  vast 
majority? 

The  Charter  Commission  deserves  nothing  but  praise 
for  the  long  and  tedious  effort  they  have  put  in  to  give 
what  the  voters  of  Agawam  asked  for  in  the  last  election. 
We  have  attended  many  Commission  sessions  that  have 
lasted  long  into  the  night.  These  without  pay,  to  do  the  job 
you  elected  them  to  do.  Perhaps  by  not  appearing  at  the 
hearing,  you  were  voicing  your  confidence  in  their  ability. 
Perhaps  you  read  the  proposed  charters  and  agreed  one 
hundred  percent  with  everything  that  was  laid  out. 

But  then  again,  perhaps  not.  If  not,  where  were  you? 
Where  were  the  Town  Council  members?  Where  was  the 
School  Committee?  Where  were  .  .  .  and  so  on  .  .  .  and  so 
on? 

What  will  happen  in  November?  Will  a  majority  of 
voters  turn  out  for  the  election?  If  they  do,  and  they  cast 
an  informed  ballot,  we  will  applaud  them.  If  they  do  not 
turn  out— if  the  minority  rules  again,  then  what  will 
happen?  Will  those  petitioners  who  seem  to  appear  after 
the  fact  in  Agawam  be  out  in  force  asking  “Where  were 
we  when  this  was  discussed?  ”  “Why  weren’t  we  informed 
as  to  what  was  going  on?” 

If  any  forward  direction  is  to  take  place  in  Agawam 
government,  the  citizens  must  become  involved.  Con¬ 
structive  criticism  is  what  was  being  sought  by  the 
Charter  Commission  Wednesday  night.  Where  were  you? 


Our  family  enjoyed  the  Town’s  Annual  Fourth  of  July 
weekend  immensely.  The  fireworks,  parade,  marathon, 
and  picnic  were  all  well  planned  and  well  executed. 
Congratulations  go  to  Jack  Kunasek,  Stan  Ch- 
mielewski,  Ruth  Zucco,  and  all  the  other  committee 
members  who  worked  so  hard  to  make  the  weekend  a 
success. 


The  police  department  has  been  deluged  lately  with 
petitions  from  residents  requesting  better  traffic  control 
in  their  particular  areas.  Speeding  complaints  are 
definitely  on  the  increase.  Since  the  police  traffic  bureau 
was  abolished  recently,  there  are  no  policemen  assigned 
to  traffic  control  on  a  regular  basis.  A  patrolman  might  be 
asked  to  set  up  a  radar  trap  in  a  particular  area,  but  he 
can  remain  there  only  as  long  as  there  are  no  other  calls 
he  has  to  respond  to.  In  other  words,  the  moment  he 
receives  a  call,  he  must  abandon  his  radar  trap  to 
respond.  From  what  I’ve  been  told,  the  traffic  bureau 
policeman  was  used  only  as  a  back-up  on  calls,  and  was 
thus  allowed  to  remain  at  his  radar  station  for  as  long  as 
necessary  to  deter  the  speeding.  We  all  know  that  five  or 
ten  minutes  is  certainly  not  long  enough  for  a  policeman  to 
be  effective  in  curbing  speeders. 

This  is  all  coming  to  a  point — I  hope.  It  now  seems  as 
though  our  traffic  bureau  should  be  reinstated,  or  some 
similar  operation  set  up.  All  of  you  petitioners  should 
contact  your  town  councillor  and  the  town  manager  and 
let  your  feelings  be  known.  They  must  keep  our  town  safe 
for  us — so  lets  exert  a  little  pressure.
